SUBJECT: ORGANIZATIONAL MEETING OF ANTI-HIJACKING 
CONTACT GROUP, NEW YORK, MARCH 8 AND 9, 1978 

1 . THE FOLLOWING TWENTY-THREE COUNTRIES ATTENDED THE 
ORGANIZATIONAL MEETING OF THE ANTI HIJACKING CONTACT GROUP 
AT THE NETHERLANDS MISSION TO THE UN: ARGENTINA, AUSTRALIA, 
AUSTRIA, BELGIUM, BRAZIL, CANADA, COSTA RICA, FRANCE, FRG, 
INDONESIA, IRAN, ITALY, IVORY COAST, JAPAN, KENYA, MEXICO, 
NETHERLANDS, PAKISTAN, PHILIPPINES, SWEDEN, UK, US AND 
YUGOSLAVIA. PAKISTAN AND YUGOSLAVIA DID NOT JOIN THE GROUP 
UNTIL THE SECOND DAY. USSR DECLINED THE INVITATION TO 
ATTEND AND GABON, GHANA AND SAUDI ARABIA DID NOT APPEAR. 

2. DISCUSSIONS FIRST DAY WERE NOT ENCOURAGING WITH KENYA 
SUGGESTING APPROACHES BE MADE TO CHAIRMEN OF REGIONAL 
GROUPS RATHER THAN INDIVIDUAL STATES NOT PARTIES TO THE 
ANTI-HIJACKING CONVENTIONS. OTHERS EXHIBITED CREATIVE 
ABILITY IN COMING UP WITH REASONS TO TAKE NO ACTION. 

BELGIUM SUGGESTED INITIAL APPROACHES TO SUCH STATES TO 
DETERMINE WHETHER NON-RATIFICATION WAS A MINOR (ADMINIS- 
TRATIVE) PROBLEM OR A MAJOR (POLITICAL) ISSUE. AUSTRALIA 
MENTIONED THAT KOTAITE, PRESIDENT ICAO, HAD 

RECENTLY VISITED NUMBER OF COUNTRIES RE MATTER OF NON- 
RATIFICATION OF THE CONVENTIONS. AUSTRALIA AGREED WITH 
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BELGIUM'S TWO-STAGE APPROACH IN ORDER NOT TO "TRIP UP 
THE OTHER FELLOW" (ICAO) ALREADY TAKING ACTION TO INCREASE 
THE NUMBER OF RATIFICATIONS OF THE CONVENTIONS. SWEDEN DID 
NOT WANT THE GROUP TAKING ACTION NOW WHEN THE DEADLINE FOR 
RF.PT.TES TO THE ICAO QUESTIONNAIRE ON WHY STATES HAD NOT 
RATIFIED WAS ONLY THREE WEEKS AWAY. ARGENTINA SAID IT WAS 
UNABLE TO AGREE, EVEN ON A PRELIMINARY BASIS, TO ANY 
CONTACTS WITH NON-RATIFYING STATES. BRAZIL WAS MOST 
HELPFUL BOTH DAYS STATING IT HAD NO INSTRUCTIONS ON THE 
MATTERS BEING DISCUSSED. AUSTRIA ASSERTED NEED FOR 
INSTRUCTIONS BEFORE IT COULD AGREE TO ANYTHING EVEN AD 
REFERENDUM ALTHOUGH SUBSEQUENTLY WERE SOMEWHAT MORE 
HELPFUL. 

3. CORE GROUP (US, FRG, JAPAN, NETHERLANDS PLUS BELGIUM) 

MET PM MARCH 8 AND AGREED THAT NETHERLANDS (CHAIRMAN 
CONTACT GROUP) SHOULD PRESS FOR ASSIGNMENT OF STATES TO 
ACT AS CONTACTS REGARDING RATIFICATIONS DESPITE THE 
RELUCTANCE OF MEETING THAT MORNING TO PROCEED WITH THIS 
WORK. CORE GROUP ALSO AGREED ON LIST OF TALKING 

POINTS (SEE SEPTEL) TO BE CIRCULATED TO THE CONTACT 
GROUP THE FOLLOWING DAY. 
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4. NETHERLANDS OPENED MARCH 9 MEETING BY SUGGESTING 
SCENARIO AGREED IN CONTACT GROUP. FRANCE AND UK SPOKE IN 
FAVOR DEMARCHES WITH SEVERAL STATES APPROACHING THE SAME 
STATE. ITALY AGREED WITH IDEA OF FEEDING THE MOMENTUM OF 
UNGA RESOLUTION 32/8 AND VOLUNTEERED CONTACT ANGOLA, 
MOZAMBIQUE AND GUINEA. IN SAME VEIN PHILIPPINES SUGGESTED 
JORDAN AND SAUDI ARABIA'S CO-SPONSORSHIP OF UN RESOLUTION 
WAS SOMETHING ON WHICH CONTACT GROUP COULD BUILD. 

COSTA RICA POINTED OUT THAT MOST OF LATIN AMERICAN 
NON-PARTIES TO CONVENTIONS WERE SPONSORS OF UN RESOLUTION.

WHICH TIME THESE POINTS WILL BE DISCUSSED AND A DEFINITE 
LIST OF STATES WHICH WILL ACT AS CONTACTS WILL BE DRAWN
